Immediate prospects ore good, stat- 
ed Mr. Brownlee, but western angi- 
culture will continue to be influenced 
by the “great events and movements 
in the field of inernationa] politics,” 
Present uncertainity in world affairs 
and relationships he emphasized 
made it difficult for anyone to pre 
dict how long favorable conditions 
would continue. 

Comparing present farm income 
with the years piior to the war, Mr. 
Brownlee stated “the farmer today 
is in a vastly different position. Farm 
indebtedness is at an all time low and 
the replacement of old equipment and 
old machinery wi.ile not yet overtaken 
is well on its way.” Adding to the 
attractiveness of the general farm 
Picture Mr. Brownlee refered to the 
recent government announcement 
that legislation would, stiortly be in- 
troduced to raise the basic price at 
wheat from $1.35 per bushel to $1.65 
which will be the initial payment to 
tiie farmer for the next two years. 
Further reserves, continued Mr. 
Brownlee, would be accumulating 
with the Canadian Wheat Board as 
& result of the price set under the 
Britis: wheat agreement for the com- 
ing crop year of $2.00 pce bushel, 

An amount estimated to be about 
two hundred million dollars will 
soon be distributed by the Canadiyn 
Wheat Board as surplus funds 
arising from the wiseat crops oi 
the past three years, Tie industry is 
now definitely and solidly establishe.. 
“Its balance sheet is a healthy one 
and whatever may he te impact ot 
world events in the next few yeats, 
whatever reverses may come, the 
industry is well equijized to meet 
them.”

The Rising Cost Of Living 


RISING LIVING COSTS HAVE BEEN CAUSING concern in all parts 
of Canada during the past few months, On December 1st, 1947, the cost of 
living index stood at 146, and. it is expected that when the next report of 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics is made public in February, this figure 
may show an increase, due to the continued advances in the prices of some 
commodities, Some time ago, officials of the Dominion Department of 
Finance predicted that the cost of living index would not likely go higher 
than 145, but it now appears that it may exceed that figure considerably. 
In 1920, which was the peak year of inflation in Canada following the First 
Great War, the cost of living index was 145.4, which was a record for high 
living costs in the Dominion, In calculating the present cost of living index, 
the basic figure of 100 represents price levels between the years 1935 and 
1939. J Sa 


ry The figure given for December ist, 1947, shows that the 
Rapid Rate cost of living is now almost fifty per cent. higher than 
of Increase it was in the basic period, and that it has risen 18.9 

points in the past year. Since April, 1947, the increase 
was shown to be 15.4 points, indicating that there was a rapid advance in 
prices between April and December of last year. Although the prices of 
almost all goods have risen, increases in the price of food are believed to be 
the main cause of the rapid rise in the cost of living index. Such decisive 
upward trends in living costs indicate inflation, which is apparently an un- 
avoidable accompaniment to the economic upheaval caused by war, Through 
price controls, subsidies, and other measures, Canadians were for some time

Altogether in 1947, 599 cases of 
poliomyelitis were reported and there 
were 8 deaths. Very few of the 591 
will have any permanent crippling as 
the disease was of a milder type than
